WANTS MORE SHIPS. 

Dewey Urges Thai His Naval 
Force Be Further Increased. 

MUCH WORK YET TO BE DONE. 

Prefer* to Remain at His Tout Rather 
Than (io to UfMihlngton-Xirritt 
Round for Paris. 


New York.—A cable to the Sun from 
Manila says: The correspondent of the 
Sun had an interview with Admiral 
Dewey, who tells him he had been 
advised by the Navy Department at 
Washington to hold himself in readi¬ 
ness to return home by the quickest 
route for the purpose of conferring with 
McKinley on the Philippine questions. 

Dewey cabled in reply giving the 
fullest possible information and also 
giving his views on the subject. He 
suggested to Secretary Long that the 
importance of the situation required 
hint to remain Insre, where there is 
much work yet to do. He thinks that 
his squadron should be augmented in 
strength, and he therefore requested 
Secretary Long to dispatch a battle¬ 
ship and armored cruiser to Manila. 

When asked to express his |>ersonal 
opinion on the question of the Ameri¬ 
cans retaining the Philippines, Dewey 
looked at the Stars and Stripes flying 
on tlie I.uneta, the fashionable prom¬ 
enade of the Philippine capital, and 
said: “I hope they will fly there for- 
over.” 

Concerning the work of the Navy at 
Manila, the Admiral said: “1 am 
proud, naturally, of the achievement. 
We have taken an empire without the 
loss of u mail, but I am proudest of my 
men. No finer squadron ever assem¬ 
bled so far as personnel is concerned.” 

A conference of the Philippine lead¬ 
ers was held at Cavite to decide the 
question of sending delegatee to Paris 
to meet the Philippine commission. 
Aguinuldo strongly favors such a plan. 
The council, however, is the determin¬ 
ing power. The conference was com- 
]iosed of many representative Philip¬ 
pines, some of whom fought with the 
Spaniards a fortnight ago. Delegates 
will undoubtedly lie appointed. The 
principal object of the Paris confer¬ 
ence will be to discuss the general 
Pliilippine-American situation. 

Aguinahlo told a prominent Ameri¬ 
can ollicer that the condition of appar¬ 
ent opposition to the Americans was 
personally exceedingly distasteful. 
His conservatism, he added, had al¬ 
ready subjeoted hint to suspicion of 
some of the more impetuous leaders, 
who desired action against the Ameri¬ 
cans. He recognized that American 
friendship was essential to the best 
interests of the Philippines. 

Aguinaldo is preparing to transfer 
his headquarters from Bakor to Mala- 
bon,between the American forces at 
Cavite and Manila. 

Manila.—Steamers are entering the 
river as usual. The Americans are 
temporarily maintaining the former 
Spanish tariffs. Business is brisk. 

The United States war ships Ualeigh 
and Olympia have gone to Hongkong 
to go into dock. Admiral Dewey has 
transferred his flag to the Baltimore.

EXPECTS RUSSIA TO RETREAT. 

Peking Correspondent Believes England 
Ha* Alarmed the Czar. 

I.oiuUm.—The Daily Mail’s Peking 
correspondent says: “M. Pavloff, the 
ftussiim" Charge d’Affaires In China, 
who has been appointed Kussian Min¬ 
ister to Korea, will be succeeded byM. 
de Giere, who is at present accredited 
to Brazil. M. Pavloff’s removal is 
generally attributed to Great Britain’s 
sudden change of policy, the object of 
which was to impress Russia with the 
advisability of recognizing our para- 
niountey iu the Yang TseKiang Valley. 

‘‘The Russian Government has been 
quite in aocord with Great Britain’s 
desire to limit the matters of sphere 
of influence, but when it was asked 
permanently to respect tlie integrity of 
this sphere, it declined to give any 
guarantee. A prompt demonstration 
on the part of tlie British fleet in the 
Gulf of Pechili was a ready answer to 
this equivocation. 

‘‘Now that Lord Salisbury has given 
'a plain indication -of his plan of act¬ 
ion, it is not improbable that Russia 
will execute a maeterly retreat from 
her present position.” 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Shanghai says it is report«l there that 
the Russians at New Chwang are try¬ 
ing to compel native owners of land 
there to sell their holdings at absurdly 
low prices, and that in consequence 
of this the Chinese are on the verge of 
an anti-Russian outbreak. The local 
mandarins are, so to speak, between 
tlie crossfires of the Russians and na : 
tires and are helpless.

Havana Paper* Cling to Spain—Drniand 
Peace With Honor. 

Havana.—Some recent editorials in 
the Havana papers throw interesting 
side lights on the situation. La' 
Union Conetitucional said the other i 
!day: 

It is impossible now to conceal the 
I fact that within the last three months 
: difficulties have been steadily aris- 
i ing between the Americans and the 
1 insurgents here and in the Philippines. 

! News received of late front different 
| sources indicates that these differences 
j exist and will almost inevitably ter- 1 
jminatc in rupture. For instance, the j 
1 Spanish officers who recently arrived i 
; from Manzanillo assert that the rebels . 

I and Americans there used to fire at j 
! each other daily from their respective i 
! camps. 

Spain’s hatred toward her common 1 
i enemies was for a long time of equal ; 
grade. The different methods, how-; 

I ever, employed by the Americans had 
j naturally had the result of making] 

| Spain’s hostility less toward thorn' 

' than toward tlie Cuban rebels. The ] 
Americans ought, indeed, to be j 
ashamed of their allies, for they came 
j to Cuba ostensibly to aid the oppressed ! 
i and to secure them justice. 

La Kucha, dismissing tlie duty of! 
the Madrid Government, settled its’ 
view in this wise: 

Spain’s sovereignty has not been! 
represented in Cuba by her land and 
sea forces only. It has been repre- j 
sented also by other factors and inter* 

! ests, w hich are really the ones from : 
which she has derived her strength, 
and to which her attention has been 
primarily due. The first obligation ■ 
j resting upon her in treating for peace j 
! is to protect the great wealth of these 1 
| Spaniards and pro-Spanish natives in 
i Cuba who have been the real element, 

] of resistance against everything con-, 
trarv to the integrity of Spanish terri- 
I tory. The honor of the army must, of 
i course, lie saved; but there are also 
the concerns of those, now represen¬ 
ting at least 80 per cent of Cuba’s 
wealth, who, through all the changing; 

; events, have continued loyal to 3pain 
| and still continue loyal. Spain’s Gov- j 
! eminent must bear in mind that none 
jof the Spanish colonies has had a 
Spanish population as large as Cuba’s ] 
i or so many natives w ho have been 
faithful to Spain. In the Spanish col¬ 
onies of former days—those that are 
.npw republics and that were neees- 
] sarlly abandoned by her heofiftse of the t 
efforts of the foreigner to conquer the ] 
IMMiinsiila itself—there was nothing’ 
Spanish, either in numbers or in 
wealth, to compare with what is 
] Spanish in numbers and wealth in 
| Cuba today. Therefore it follows that 
j the Government, in feeling about for 
a solution of the present problem, 
ought to try to abide by a course that 
would save, as far us possible, the 
great interests created in Cuba by the ' 
Spanish family. 

El Diario dc la Marine, reproducing 
the editorial in El Imarcial, of Ma¬ 
drid, entitled "The World for the 
| Americans,” which that paper pub¬ 
lished about the time war was de¬ 
clared, says: 

The Monroe doctrine lias been im¬ 
mensely extended among the Ameri¬ 
cans. They feel strong enough, per¬ 
haps, to change themBclvcs from gold 
miners into conquerors. It is so 
handsome for those barabrians of civil-! 
ization to cry out, “The world for 
the Americans.” Today it is against 
Spain they apply the principle. To¬ 
morrow it will be any other European . 

; nation. There will always be a chance 
to test their pretensions. The Amer¬ 
ican invasion, so terrifying and 
astounding, can only be ohocked by 
European patriotism. But, at last, 
this patriotism is coming to an end;I 
for it has seen Spain unjustly trampled ; 
down in the name of humanity. La 
Union Constitucional, bitterly protes- i 
] ting against rejtorts that peace is to be 
concluded only after great territorial 
sacrifices by Spain, says: 

In the battlefield or in the lesson of 
a peace treaty, iu war and jicaeo alike, 
let us always be the same!—genuine 
Spaniards. If, for the interest of our' 

' race and for rights’ sake, it becomes ' 

! necessary, let tts sacrifice everything to j 
I defend Spain's honor until the last] 

] Spaniard has given his life at the] 

, foot of the flag that waves over El ] 
Morro. Thus we shall show that we j 
!arc willing to do our duty. Thus] 

; shall we render a groat service to Eu- 
‘rope. If the old world is to be made 
subordinate to the new; if the citizens 
of the new world are to impose their 
j ambitions upon the convenience of the 
civilized nations of the old world; and 
j if the old world has forgotten its most 
im(>ortant interests and Spain is to be 
abandoned in this Titanic struggle, 
carried on with her strength alone and 
with the sacrifice of her sons; if this 
is to be our fate, then let the period 
, close in a happy day on which Spain 
shall lend her services to humanity. 

America** Growing Wealth. 

London. — The Times devotes an 
editorial to the discussion of the effects 
of the war upon American commerce 
land trade. It thinks that the present 
I hopefulness of the American in this 
, respect is not unreasonable, and says 
; that, looking at the marvelous expan¬ 
sion of exports, the contraction of im- 
| ports and the movement of American 
' bonds homeward, there is irrevocable 
evidence of the country’s growing 
* wealth. 


SHIFTER'S DEFENSE. 


The General Tells of His Conduct 
ef Santiago Campaign. 

UNDERSTOOD HIS SOLDIERS WELL. 


Volunteer* Were Hravraml Enthii*iM*ti<-, 
tout Hrgulur* Were the Itnekbon* 
of the Mo)rineiit*. 


Santiago. — Prior to embarking on 
the steamer Mexico, Major-General ' 
Shatter consented to lte interviewed. 1 
He said: “I look upon the campaign 
just closed as a successful one in the 1 
highest degree, not- only in regard to j 
the military operations, hut more ospo- 1 ' 
eially in regard to the great results I 
achieved. 

’“Fr< mi a military point of view, ' 
|ierliaps I took steps which might not 
be deemed justifiable under other eir- ! 1 
cumstances, but I knew the temper 
and tlie capabilities of my soldiers, ! 
and th« moral effect of our gradually ; 
cooping up the enemy within his own : 
lines. 

“My engineers were very apprehen- j 
site that the Spaniards might break 
through on my left and cut off Sibo- 
ney. This, from a purely military! 
standpoint, might have been truthfully ] 
correct, hut personally I had not for a 
moment any fear on that score. The : 
result, as 1 think, proved the correct-! 
ness of my conclusions. 

“Otir primary object was to drive 
Cervera out and next to take the town. ! 
We hud gradually driven the Span- ] 
iards back on their lines, circling the i 
city and slowly advancing day by day. | 
The enemy began losing spirit as soon 
as our guns had 1**011 placed in a posi- j 
tion to cover the town. When Cer- 1 
vera left the situation was changed. ; 
The town was aL my mercy and had I ] 
given the order for a direct assault it 
would have been taken within four 
hours. I believe that w ith the forces ] 
then at my command, re-enforced as > 
they had been, I was in a |>osition to 
take the city by force. 

“But if I hud taken a step of such a 
character what would have been the 
result? I estimate that our casualties 
would have been 3000 and the action 1 
took has had more brilliant real re- j 
sims w ithout the heavy losses of lives. I 
From the moment General Toral made ' 
a proposition for a conference I knew ' 
he was determined to give up and I i 
acted accordingly. 

“Personal reflections have been cast, 
upon me because I was not on the 
fighting line. That was not the place 
for a General in command of an army. I 
It must be remembered that 1 was 
connected by telephone with the offl- ! 
cers at the front, and was better able 
to direct operations from tlie position 
I had taken. Save for two days when 1 
ill, I was in direct command of this 
campaign, which I consider unique in 
American history, for it was really the] 
first time the United States had fought 1 
with its regular Army. The Civil 1 
War was a war of volunteers, hut this 
campaign was fought by our regular 
troops, 

“1 did uot notice the fact at tirstt, 
hut there were only three volunteer ] 
regiments engaged against the Span-1 
iards. While the highest credit is to 
be given, aud they fought bravely and j 
well, there was the moral support of 
the regulars back of it all. Our volun-1 
teers lacked that unity, cohesion aud 1 
individual support netieeablo in our; 
trained troops, but at tlie same time 
no disparagement should be made of ] ■ 
the volunteers in the campaign. What j 
they lacked otherwise they made up., 
in enthusiasm and patriotic spirit, and 
1 desire to command no better army | 
than tlie one composed of tlie class of! 
volunteers under me in the Santiago! 
campaign. 

McKinley Want* Luzon. 

New York. — Tlie President does j 
not hesitate to say in private conversa- j 
tion with men who talked with him I 
recently that he desired to hold for 
possession of the United States the Is¬ 
land of Luzon. This will be the great¬ 
est point of contention anil undoubt¬ 
edly one of the first instructions issued 
to the commission. It has been stated 
at the principal courts of Euro|>c that 
Spain prefers to give up the whole 
cluster of islands rather than retain 
any one of them except i>oesibly a 
coaling station if the island upon 
which the city of Manila is located is 
to be wrested from her by the United 
States. It is therefore probable that 
the first question the commission will 
take up will be tlie holding of the Is¬ 
land of Luzon bv the United States.

To Keep Bntter Cool. 

Here is a good plan for keeping butter | 
cool !u summer. In the middle of your 
' cellar floor dig a hole or vault three aud 
one-half feet deep and three and one- I 
half feet square. Wall It up with brick j 
laid In ltuie mortar and cement and | 
floor It with soft brick. Day a frame i 
of good hard wood iu mortar upon the , 
top of this vault. Hinge to the frame ■ 
a trap-door of plank two Inches thick, j 
1 milking It tit smoothly over the top. | 
Then after the cream Is separated and 
cooled put it down in the vault to ripen. , 
Butter may be kept there in the agree¬ 
able coolness, nlso. If you have no 
separator, put the cream into your j 
vault as soon as you have skimmed it. ' 
there to cool and ripen. Once or twice | 
a week clear out the vault aud wash It 
thoroughly to prevent Its getting 
moldy. Pour cold water upon the soft j 
bricks of the floor.

Artillery Terms. 

All artillery may be divided into two 
main classes, heavy and light. Heavy 
artillery is called also garrison artillery. 
Heavy artillery guns are placed penna 
nently in forts, and the men who handle 
them form foot artillery batteries and 
regiments. Light artillery refers to 
guns not permanently emplaced—that 
j is, light enough to be taken from place 
I to place by means of horses and ma¬ 
neuvered by hand. In our army the 
light artillery gunners ride on the cais¬ 
sons and gnu carriage's. In horse artil¬ 
lery the gunners ride horses, so that a 
horse artillery battery has a great many 
more horses than a light buttery. We 
have no horse batteries in our army. A 
field battery is a light battery. A Hying 
j brttery is a horse battery. Siege guns 
1 are between heavy uud light artillery, 
j They are intended to bo placed perma¬ 
nently for the time being and are 
j brought to their places by teams, but 
j they are lint maneuvered ns light, gnus 
are.—New York Hun.

STRENGTH OF SPAIN'S ARM V, 1 

Hecruted by Conscription, I*, very Mhii 

of Tweptj- Being Liable to Service. 

Fouscrlptioti is enforced in Spain. 
Every Spaniard is liable to be called 
to military service on attaining 20 
years of age. About 100,000 men come 
within the provisions of the laws which 
govern the system of universal service 
annually. This number does not in¬ 
clude the proportion of the population 
physically or medically untit to serve 
in the army or navy, nor yet those en¬ 
gaged In the few professions or pur¬ 
suits iu which special exemptions are 
made iti favor of those following them. 
The ordinary requirements of the coun¬ 
try are not such as to necessitate that 
the whole of these lOtMKHi nieu should 
take their places in tin* ranks. For 
some time tlie number which has aettt- 
ally been drawn has averaged between 
75,000 and so.ontm annually. 

Volunteer service iu the Spanish 
army is accepted at 18 years of age. : 
hut the number of young men. except j 
those who have been trained for the 
cotnisslotnsl ranks, who choose the mil¬ 
itary profession as a calling is remark 
aldy small. Iti addition to the standing 
army there is a reserve. It is.of two' 
grades, tin* active and inactive, or sed 
entiiry. A mini serves three years in 
the standing army, lie is then passed : 
on to the active reserve list, on which 
he remains for three more years. Tills 1 
active reserve is occasionally called out 
for training, and would be the llrst to i 
he required to rejoin the standing army ; 
on the forces being mobilized. The rtrst j 
reserve was called out Inst year for, 
maneuvers. 

The latest returns show that the! 
peace strength of the army is 128,153. j 
Tills number Includes about 28,otto men 
who are employed us gendarmerie and !
